Dewey Again? 


Recent maneuverings indicate a 


possibility that President 
Roose- 


velt's homo state may elect a Rep- 
ublican governor next November 
for the first time in two decades. 


Governor Lehman has taken him- 


self out of the .picture wilh a de- 
clination as fiiicCi as any in politics 
since William Tecumseh Sherman 
in 1884 declined a potential Repub- 
lican nomination for President in 
words popularly quoted: 


"If nominated I will not accept; 
If elected I will not serve." 
Thus, probably deliberately, Mr. 


Lehman has thrown the door wide 
open for ambitious New York Dem- 
ocrats to seek the party's nomina- 
tion. And in the opinion of political 
veterans, he has conceded defeat 
in his attempt to make his lieu- 
tenant-governor, Charles 
Polctti, 


his successor. 


Under such circumstances few 


doubt that Attorney General John 
J. Bennett, Jr., has an inside track 
from which it will be hard for any- 
body to run him out. Bennett still 
possesses 
which he 
ly: he is a New York City Catho- 
lic World War veteran with a Pro- 
testant-sounding name. 


But Bennett, with all his streng- 


th in his party, is not considered 
by students of politics to approach 
Governor Lehman in popular ap- 
peal. And Lehman managed 
to 


beat Thomas E. Dewey four years 
ago by less than 65,000 votes out 
of more than 4,700,000 cast. 


Governor Lehman won only be- 


cause he was the darling of the 
American Labor party. The Labori- 
tes gave him six times as many 
voles as his margin over Dewey. 
Without that party's formal nom- 
ination and whole-hearted support, 
he would have been beaten. 


On the other hand, it appears to 


be taken for granied that Mr. Dew- 
ey is going to be the Republican 
candidate. Already the campaign

Proposes Tax 
on All Persons 
Filing Returns 


WASHINGTON —(/p)— Secretary 


of 
the 
Treasury 
Morgcnthau 


Thursday advocated a minimum 
tax of several dollars on every one 
who files an income tax return. 


Under the present laws millions 


of people whose personal exemp- 
tion and other deductions exceed 
their incomes pay no tax at all 
even though they have to file a re- 
turn. 


Morgenlhau said treasury ex- 


perts were studying the constitu- 
tionality of the proposal and if 
they found a legal message of hav- 
ing such a minimum he would ask 
congress to enact it. 


Later Randolph Paul, top treas- 


urer tax expert sent word to the 
press that there was "no ques- 
tion" but what such a proposal 
would be constitutional. He said the 
question of legality could be ad- 
yoided by calling the special min- 
imum tax an excise instead of an 
income tax. 


The secretary pointed out that a 


similar tax has been proposed by 
Senator George (D. Ga.) of the 
Senate Finance Committee who 
calls it an examination fee because 
it would reimburse the' treasury for 
the expense or examining other- 
wise non-taxable returns. 


At one point in the press confer- 


ence in which he revealed the pro- 
posal Morgenthau suggested $5 as a 
suitable minimum and estimated 
the treasury could collect 100 mil- 
lion dollars a year through this 
method.

FORT WORTH, Texas — Bids for 


a contract to provide additional 
school facilities for Hope, Ark., will 
be opened at 10 a. m., May 28 in 
the office of the superintendent of 
schools in Hope, George F. Har- 
ley, regional engineer for the Fed- 
eral Works Agency, announced here 
Thursday. 


This project, which is estimated 


to cost $43,000, is being financed 
through a federal grant. The ton- 
tract calls for construction and 
equipping of a four-room addition 
to the Brookwood elementary school 
to accommodate an additional 100 
white children, and a two-room ad- 
dition to Shover elementary school 
to serve 80 additional negro pupils. 
This heavy enrollment has result- 
ed from the influx of war workers 
into the area.

during the week of May 4 through 
May 7 will be given the opportunity 
to do so at a set date by the Office 
of Price Administration. 


On applications for home canning 


purposes, as you know, each con- 
sumer holding a War Ration Book 
is entitled to five (5) pounds of 
sugar per year for canning purposes 
only. One application may be re- 
ceived for the entire family unit 
and one sugar certificate may be 
issued, giving the total amount a 
family unit is entitled to receive. 


When a consumer who failed to 


receive a War Ration Book, be- 
cause of an excess amount of sugar, 
desires to make application for a 
five pound allotment for home can- 
ning purposes only, the same type 
of application should be made, but 
in no event would be issued a sugar 
certificate. 
On the contrary, he 


would be given permission to use 
five pounds from his surplus and so 
record this on the application. In 
other words, this applicant would 
have to ration himself just as 
though he had a ration book and if 
permission was granted by your 
board for him to use five pounds of 
this sugar for home canning pur- 
poses you would allow him credit 
on the excess amount of sugar on 
hand at the time he registered. 


Consumers should apply at the 


Local Rationing Board office at any 
time during the next year and they 
should not rush in to make applica- 
tion at this time unless it is for the 
purpose of canning strawberries or 
some other fruit or vegetable that 
will be gone in the next week or so 
unless sugar is provided. In other 
words, we are trying to discourage 
people from swamping your local 
office with applications at this time 
unless it is an absolute emergency 
and is strictly for canning at this 
particular time. 


It appears that some of our peo- 


ple feel that unless they get their 
annual allowance for sugar for 
home canning during the next few 
days that they will be unable to 
make application in the future. Of 
course, this is not the case, as stat- 
ed above they can make applica- 
tion any time during the next year.

Gas Rationing 
May Expand 


WASHINGTON — (/P)— Petroleum 


Cordinator Ickes said Wednesday 
that any expansion of the gasoline 
.rationing areas generally would 
depend on whether the governjnen! 
•decided'to use-'this means-6f'sav- 
ing rubber and that there was no 
need now for broadening restricted 
areas from a petroleum point of 
view. 


He told a press conference that 


construction of 1500 mile pipeline 
from Texas to New York-Philadel- 
phia area was the only sure solu- 
tion "I can see at the moment for 
the eastern shortage and announced 
a new application for steel for such 
a line would be sent forthwith to the 
War Production Board.

Ecuador Quake 
Takes Big Toll 


GUAYAQUIL, Ecuador — (tf>)— A 


number of persons were killed and 
others injured Wednesday night 
when an earthquake wrecked build- 
ings in Guayaquil. 


Most of the victims were pa- 


tients in a 4-story clinic. Others 
were killed or injured in a 3-story 
building which collapsed in another 
part of the city. 


The earthquake cut city electrical

He Went Boom 
As a comedian, he started at the 


bottom with a don'l-say-the-vulgar 
word fall. This famous and fort- 
unate accident happened at Utic;i 
N. Y., while Danny was a member 
of a starchy dance act which lint' 
had crossed several ocenns without 
causing a ripple.

Robertson, now living m Texas, 


was the third pitcher in modern 
baseball to 
produce 
a 
perfect 


game. The others were Cy Young 
and Addie Joss. In many ways Ro- 
bertson's performance was better 
than that of the others. For Char- 
ley was an untired rookie and his 
victims were the game's greatest 
collection of hitters. The A's, whom 
Young beat in 1904, were 
not 


famed as sluggers, and Addic's tri- 
umph, in 1908, was 
against the 


White Sox, then known as the HH-
